eastern and western Oklahoma is 
almost as marked as the 
different 
elevation above the sea level of the 
southeast and northwest sections of 
the state, according to J. A. White­ 
hurst, president of the state board 
of agriculture. 
In McCurtain county, the south­ 
eastern corner of the state, the ele­ 
vation is only 400 feet, he said, 
while in the Panhandle the eleva­ 
tion averages 5.0OO feet. 
In McCurtain county, according to 
W. B. Hamlin, state satististiciun, 
the average annual rainfall is forty­ 
five inches. In the northwest it is 
only a third of that, fifteen inches. 
In the northwest the crops are 
small grains, such as wheat, barley, 
and oats, the crops of the upper 
Mississippi valley. In the southeast 
the principal crops are cotton, fruit, 
vegetables, sugar cane and other 
products of the lower Mississippi 
valley. 
In diversity the two sections of 
the state differ as widely as do 
any two states in the union. Mr. 
Whitehurst said. He added that the 
only products which seemed to be 
somewhat general over the state in 
theit distribution are oil and other 
minerals. Yet, he added, the most 
productive oil regions are in the 
eastern and at most the northern 
sections of the state, while only a 
little oil is produced In the west. 
The north and south line of the 
Chicago, Rock Island ana Pacific 
railroad marks the division between 
the twow sections of the state, Mr. 
Whitehurst said. It runs through 
Grant, Garfield, Kingfisher^ Cana­ 
dian, Grady, Stephens and Jeffer­ 
son counties, from Medford in the 
north almost due 
south 
through 
Enid, Kingfisher, El Reno, Chick­ 
asha and Duncan to Waurika. 
West of that railway the raising 
of livestock and feeding of beef 
cattle is one of the leading indus­ 
tries. The growing of broom corn 
is another. In the eastern section 
lumber is a chief product. 
According to Mr. Whitehurst al­ 
most any kind of farming can be 
done in Oklahoma. He went on to 
describe the various localities as 
follows: 
“For wheat the prairies of north­ 
ern and western Oklahoma are the 
hoice. Oats are produced in all 
ounties but excel in the eastern 
and southern counties. Alfalfa and 
corn thrive on bottom lands, espe­ 
cially in the eastern two-thirds of 
the state. Cotton in the southern 
two-thirds; 
fruit 
in the 
sandier 
soils. Farming in Oklahoma depends 
on getting properly located for the 
type one wishes to engage in."

crop seem to agree that fall and 
wirtter clean-up of cotton fields aud 
hibernating places of the weevil 
constitute one of the most effective 
methods of weevil 
control. 
The 
earlier the clean-up i3 practiced in 
the fall the more effective the re­ 
sults will be. 
Killing cotton growth early pre­ 
vents new weevils bree ling and per­ 
mits only the older ones to ontcr 
hibernation. Very few of these old­ 
er weevils hflvj sufficient vitality 
to pass the winter successfully. De­ 
stroy the cotton growth just as 
early as if is practical to do so. 
In many cases the farmers in 
the cotton district who do not grow 
cotton are hard to get interested in 
a clean up campaign of this kind; 
this is often responsible for a fresh 
out-break the following spring. A 
farmer cannot prevent weevils com­ 
ing to his cotton in the spring that 
another person has winterede. 
Many weevils will 
survive 
the 
winter in 
fields 
where 
cotton 
stalks, together with grass, weeds 
and other refuse material offering 
shelter are allowed to remain. Great 
numbers successfully pass the win­ 
ter in dead grass 
along 
fences, 
ditches and other waste places. 
Get these facts! Weevil infesta­ 
tion in spring starts from the few 
weevils that .pass the winter. The 
weevils developing late in the fall 
are the ones most likely to survive 
the winter. Previous to the first 
killing frosts, it can live for only 
about six days without food. The 
weevil can live for several months 
without rood while hibernating and 
inactive. It does not become in­ 
active until the first killing frosts. 
He breeds only in the bolls and 
squares and eats only cotton. 
We note that community clean 
up campaigns have started all over 
the state and in some counties the 
work has been well organized. One 
county has placed a man in charge 
of this work who is devoting his 
entire time in organizing and get­ 
ting the work started. 
Ths is probably the biggest and 
hardest undertaking 
the 
farmers 
have ever had to cope with, and 
if we are ever successful it will 
only be through close co-operation. 
It is to the interest of everyone 
living in the cotton belt to get be­ 
hind this move. The bankers, gin­ 
ners, 
merchants 
and 
newspapers 
have a better chance to perfect or­ 
ganizations of this kind than any­ 
one. Leters to all of your custom­ 
ers is one way of getting things 
started. Any system of organiza­ 
tion is a step in the right direc­ 
tion. 
If the cotton disricts are to pros­ 
per they must raise cotton, and if 
this clean up campaign is to be a 
success it is up to everyone inter­ 
ested in cotton. I am sure that the 
communities who do put on an ex­ 
tensive campaign and then follow 
this by early preparation of the 
seed bed, using an early variety of 
seed and a system of extensive culti­ 
vation during the growing season, 
that they will notice their farmers 
making more trips to the gin dur­ 
ing picking season. 
Let’s all get together and orga­ 
nize!

into winter quarters for several 
days now. Those that survive the 
winter weather and escape destruc­ 
tion through control measures will 
emerge in the spring to attack 
wheat, oats and other cereal crops. 
The overwintering adults will de­ 
posit eggs in wheat fields about 
May I which marks the beginning 
The young hatching 
from 
tn ese 
of the spring brood of chinch bugs, 
eggs feed and develop 
most 
on 
small grain, reaching maturity soon 
after the grain is harvested. When 
the small grain is harvested the 
chinch bugs 
move 
over 
to 
corn 
fields and here a second or sum­ 
mer brood is prduced. The second 
brood feeds mainly on corn but 
may infest such crops as timothy. 
The crops usually attacked by the 
chinch bug are all the cereals, corn, 
wheat, oats, rye, barley and all the 
forage crops—timothy, blue grass, 
red top, millet, etc. Clover, alfalfa, 
cowpeas, cotton and peanuts are 
never injured by chinch bugs. 
Experience as well as experimen­ 
tation has shown that the chinch 
bug can be more* easily, successful­ 
ly, and economically fought during 
late fall and early winter. At the 
approach of winter, the bugs leave 
off feeding and collect about the 
base of corn and cafir stalks and In 
bunch grass, in rubbish, leaves, fence 
rows, along creek banks, under bark 
of logs and trees. 
In the early fall while grass and 
weeds are dry is the bort time for 
destroying chinch bugs. With the 
usual protection afforded by bunch 
grass, the chinch bug survives the 
average Oklahoma winter very well. 
So strike a fatal blow at Mr. Cinch 
Bug, burn his shelter. This burn­ 
ing is one job that can not be de­ 
layed until a rainy day. If you wish 
to do the work thoroughly, select 
a dry, calm day. 
Many more of the bugs will be 
destroyed if burning is done in the 
fall; but if the fire is withheld 
until spring, a very large percent 
will survive and the ready to in­ 
fest the wheat in spring. Each pair 
of bugs wintered means 400 to 500 
more bugs I three to five weeks aft­ 
er egg laying is started. 
Burn the grass and weeds from 
fence, rows cvreek banks, turn rows 
and roadsides. Plow all fields as 
early in the fall as possible and the 
injury from chinch bugs as well as 
damage due to other insects will 
be largely eliminated.

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—A shortage 
in the west of special cars used to 
transport live poultry has had a 
tendency to shorten arrivals in the 
central and eastern markets. The 
lighter receipts have had a steady­ 
ing effect on market prices. . 
A good demand exists for dressed 
poultry, with some 
surplus 
over 
current requirements which is be­ 
ing placed in storage 
for 
future 
use. 
The make of butter is about nor­ 
mal for this season and markets, 
after a little weakness In the mid­ 
dle of he week, are closing on a 
firmer basis. Higher prices are gen­ 
erally being 
paid 
for 
butterfat 
throughout the producing sections. 
Not enough care and attention 
are being given to the quality of 
cream delivered to creameries, re­ 
sulting in a considerable proportion 
of butter reaching the market that 
will not grade as high as it should. 
I Better care and more frequent de­ 
liveries of cream will enable man­ 
ufacturers to produce 
more 
top 
grade butter, and. would have a 
tendency to raise the price of but­ 
terfat. 
Production of eggs is at a low 
ebb and prices for fine stock have 
advanced during the week. 
There is still a surplus of stor­ 
age eggs to be marketed and with­ 
drawals have not 
been 
quite 
as 
heavy as expected. A continued in­ 
creased consumption of eggs every­ 
where is necessary lo clear present 
stocks satisfactorily.
